His suc- 
cess was owing almost wholly to political causes. 
The Radical mernbersWthe Academy voted foi 
lim in order to defeat the Duke d'Audriflet Paa- 
jiiier, his adversary, who, rightfully or wrong- 
ully. has been accused of having a good deal 
to do with the incident of the 16th of May. 
Vnd so Sardou sits among the sacred Forty, 
ie who twenty years ago came near commit- 
ting suicide to escape from an existence full of 
discouragement and 
disappointments. Note 


this fact well young scribblers; Sardou 's first 
,l)ree plays were dead failures. Jules Clorerie 
1ms relates a thrilling auecdoto of his early 
career : 


Twenty years ago a lean young man, sick of 


struggling, exhausted with toil, passed along 
one of the Paris streets, near the Medical 
School, one winter evening asking himself if 
ife were really worth so much fruitless labor 
and If Fate would not eternally turn on him a 
visage of bronze. He had reached one of those 
leriods of bitter discouragement which rendered 
possible any folly, and above all, suicide, which, 
ifter all, it a courageous folly. To escape from 
the rain which was falling, he had taken refuge 
under a doorway, which be quitted suddenly 
without knowin? why, as if by instinct. A 
coalman, or water-carrier, an Auvergnat, then 
took his place under tbe door way, saying elo- 
quently, with his silent laugh, " this is good :" 
meanwhile Sardou went on Jais way. 
A loud 


noise caused him to look around ; he turned 
and beheld a man crushed beneath a huge 
sto.ie, which had fallen from a passing wagon, 
on the very spot he had just quilted in his des- 
pair. The unhappy Auvergnat who had taken 
ilis place was dead.Hhaving been instantly 
killed. In one minute's time fate had selected 
for death one of the two men who bad taken 
shelter under tint doorway. 
The wretched 


are superstitious. Victorien Sardou. profoundly 
touched by the death of this unknown, once 
more took courage. "If some strange instinct," 
ae said to himself, "made me quit that spot, 
marked out by destiny for tbe death of some 
one, it is because I am not fated to perish poor 
and unknown. I must work, strive and hope 
anew. To woik, therefore, to work." 


And he did work. He gave JJiench lessons, 


wrote biographies at a few cents aline for a bi- 
ographical dictionary, and composed still more 
plays — <?«• Ulphia and Bernard Pqtixsy — 
dramas in Ivrse, which no manager would ac- 
cept in view of the total failure of his piece La 
Taverne, produced at the Odeon.in 1854. 
Ki- 


nally Dejjzet accorded him a hearing, aud Les 
Premiere Aime& de Bichelieu and 'M . Caret ob- 
tained a brilliant success. Some time later a 
comedy from his pen was given at the Gymiiaae, 
a piece on which he bad founded all his hopes. 
The night of the first representation he walked 
up and down in front of tbe theatre, nervously 
awaiting th<> verdict of the audience. " If my 
play fails," he said to himself. " I will sail for 
America, aud will found there a French news- 
paper." But the play was "Les Pottos de 
Mouche," and when the curtain fell, Victorien 
Sardou was hailed by critics and spectators 
alike, as the rising dramatist of France. He is 
now wealthy, prosperous and happily married. 
He Is the most industrious of writers, is an ar- 
dent Bonapartist and a bitter foe to the United 
States, never letting slip any occasion to slan- 
der or scoff at-our women or our institutions.

enoneous statements, but I (Miss Field In tlio 
Graphic) so often ic.ij that I've abandoned lit- 
erature for the stage, mid the stage for litera- 
ture, that I should like so much of the public 
as one cares one iota to know that I've aband- 
oned neither ono nor t'je' other. I never wiote 
as much as I do now, and I never was so act- 
vely attached lo the sUge. One of your Lon- 
don correspjpdents, while commending my 
acting, drops a tear over it us indicating my pe- 
cuniary failure in literaluie, I having, as shn 
says, written from early youth, and having 
only recently adopted tlie stage. 
It is certainly 


;rue that I've written from early youtli. 
My 


irst article was printed whon 1 had attained 
,he age of eight. It is not true, however, that 
[ ever looked upon literatuie as a profession out 
of which to tuake a living. 
Had I done so, I 


should have written a good deal more and prob- 
ably a great deal woise. 
The one desire of 


my childhood was to go upon the stage. 
It 


was a natural instinct, inheiitcd from my pa- 
rents. Circumstances prevented the consum- 
mation of my desire. 
Several years ago my 


life underwent a revolution, and i lectured two 
seasons to find out whether I had the voice and 
power to interest au audience. 
It was after 


:ny lecture on "Charles Dickens" befnre Jlis. 
Charles Kean, George H. Lewes, Madame Tag- 
ioni and other London critics, and being urged 
by thorn to become au actress, tbat i detcr- 
nined to follow the bunt of my inclination. 
Elere are the facts in a nutshell. 
My literary 


education is an enormous assistance In acting, 
and my connection with the stage affords many 
iterary suggestions. 


",So many languages so many persons," 


Jharles V. used to say. Two kindred arts 
make a double person. 
Boucicault was a wa- 


ter for fifteen years before he became an actor. 
I am not aware tbat bis plays have suffered in 
consequence. 
On the contrary, knowledge of 


theatrical mechanism is of Incalculable benefit to 
a dramatist. I probably should never have at- 
tempted to write tlie comedietta which is BO 
well icceived here nightly, had I not wanted a 
part in which to make a London dcbttt, and 
this effort will spur mo on to better work. 
Y our London correspondent says " extremes 
meet" will "never unlock the money vaults of 
Threadncedle street," aud advises me to get a 
good strong piece. I never expected the come- 
dietta to do half as much as It has done. Otio- 
act pieces can only attain an artistic success. 
They do not mean a fortune. 
Not a little of 


Ihe success of my piece is due to Hie acting of 
little Ada Morgan, aged ten, who personates 
tha child with a naturalness that is truly da- 
ligtitful. If she is not spoiled by mannerisms, 
as most stage prodigies are, Ada Morgan will 
become distinguished fifteen years hence. It is 
questionable whether children should be trained 
for the stage, and the stage only. Given a sup- 
ple figure, which, after stage fright has woi n' 
off, can adapt itself lo varied movements, I 
think it better to be educated off the stage than 
on. Boucicault says no child of his should act 
before twenty-five, and certainly he ought lo 
know something about It. The greater the 
culture and tbe more varied tbe knowledge, tbe 
better for the actor, though, of course, if a per- 
son be not endowed with the dramatic Instinct, 
all the culture and knowledge in the woild go 
fomothlng. No one can be easier than Charles 
Mathews, yet be was an architect, until his thir- 
ty-fifth year,. At tlie age of seventy-five he 
still pleases. 
When Hermann Vezin went on 


tbe stage at twenty-one, Charles Kean told him 
it was too late. 
To-day Hermann Vezlu is 


considered by Mrs. Kean the best actor in Lon- 
don. So, you see, the cleverest people will dis- 
agree on this as on other subjects.

THE HI8TOEKIAL UMBRELLA; 


Count D'Orsay, when reminded that, If Im 


persisted In his extravagance, he would soon be 
unable to afford himself a canlage, replied that 
when he could not afford a carriage he Would 
carry the best umbrella In London. The count 
was true to his word, nor bad be any reason to 
blush for the clie^'iiiiVservlcf alilo instrument. 
In the West it had been no doubt more used 
than honored; bat looking lu tho. East ho 
found abundant sanction for his adoption of 
llio uimssumlug umbrella. In bearing ono ha 
only followed in the Mops of the kings and 
princes of Nineveh, Egypt, India and Chiim. 
From time .Immemorial, the contrivance for 
warding otT the sun's rays and casting an arti- 
ficial shade lias been symbolical of the supreme 
human authority that can convert light to 
darkness, and In « (rice dclva oi'iUuury mor- 
tals, ftom (lie brightness of llf« to tho gloom of 
death. No filler emblem of his awful power 
could be Imagined for tho potentate who, by a 
woid or a nod, could extinguish toward any of 
his creatures the suit of earthly happiness, and 
banish thorn suddenly to the abodes of gloom 
aud despair, or could" go yet further, atid by a 
glance put out the light of life. At every point 
of Oriental story one encounters tlw symbolical 
umbrella in literature and ait. In the fifth In- 
carnation of Vishnu, when the goes down into 
liej),.ho bears In Ms hand » »»"-•''»*•• *t«-Jlkn 
manner old Brt«!W?/STepro8ent Dlonyslus bear- 
In:; a parasol when ho is desc«nding to Ihs in- 
fer rial regions. To be a king In the East has 
from the remotest antiquity implied a right In 
bear an umbrella; and to be preceded by iirn- 
biellas has signified royal quality in ilia person 
following thorn. Indeed, Ihe Eastern title with 
which we are more familiar than any other, si.q- 
ultles King of the Eternal Gingham. Satrap Is 
a corrupt abbreviation of Ch'hntra-pati, i. <•., 
Laid of the Umbrella, the title) of tha Mahratlu 
Princes who reigned at 1'oonah and Saltau. 
The King of Ava's designation was " Kins of 
Ihe White Elephant and Lord of tlio Twenty- 
four Umbrellas." Writing lo the Marquis of 
Ualhonsie, some Iwo-and-uvculy years since, 
the King of Buimah styled himself "His great 
jlorlous, anil most cxcellnnt Majesty, who reigns 
over the kingdoms of Phunaparanta, Tanipa- 
(lipa, and all the great umbrella-wearing chiefs 
of Hie Eastern countries." No English foi- 
liunter would caro to ride to the coverside ul 
tlie tail of a company of walking or mounted 
umbrella bearers; but when the Emperor of 
Ouina poea forth to mint he Is preceded l>y 
twenty-lour umbrellas. Passing westward, the 
umbrella was adopted by the miclenr Gruuks 
and Houians as a symbol of power and a dainty 
article of femalo costume. The Greeks used it 
as a symbol in some of their sacied festivals, 
and put it in the hands of gentlewomen. Aris- 
lophanps.ind Vausaulas both mention tlie lady's 
tkiadion. Bestowing It on their women kind 
of lilgti degree, tho Komons also elevalr-d It in 
their halls of jusHce as a symbol of authority. 
A red umbrella was the symbolical canopy un- 
der which I lie Hainan judge sat In tlie biulliknn ; 
and when the basilican law courts weie devoted 
,o religious uses and passed into Hie hands of 
"hriatian clergy, the new owners of the conse- 
crated judgment hulls were quick to sec theii 
advantage in assuming thu emblematic 11111- 
jrellas. Hence tlie red canopy became Ihe dis- 
tinctive ensign of the cardinal priest. 
In his 


church he officiated, at public gatherings outside 
'iis church he walked, beneath il. In coui.sc of 
hue! lie dispensed with the real canopy and its 
Marors during public promenades, and subsli- 
luled Ibr It a small red canopy so made that he 
cou'nl ucar it for himself on' his own head. 
The 


cardinal'* scarlet hat is but a modified and 
cleverly adapted umbrella. It is the divo.ct out- 
come of tho old symbolical sun-shades of the 
Orisi.tal despots. That onr English umbrella 
'ias the same magnificent descent Is shown by 
is name, which signifies shade-maker. Lineal, 
.hough remote, oflspring of the Biblical "?bade 
defending from the sun," the modern un>brclla 


as biouglit from Italy to Eugland by Tom Co- 


ryat, who described it in his "Crudities" (1811) 
as "something answerable to the form of a litlle. 
cannopy, and hooped in the inside with divers 
little wooden hoops that extends the umbrella 
in a pretty little compass," and he introduced 
it into England as a parasol. It was so natural 
for the ladies who used it against, the sun to use 
it also against the rain, lli.it one may presume 
the umbrella was at once employed in our hu- 
mid climate as much for the one purpose as the 
other. So eaily as 1020, Dray ton described It 
as a thing " to shield you iu all sorts of weath- 
ers;" but the original and true purpose of tho 
ancient Invention was not lost sight of till long 
afterward.' In " Rule a Wife and have a Wife," 
licaumont and Fletcher say: 


" Xow you Iia\ o got a tihadow, an utnbrelln, 
• 
To keop tlie (scorching world's opinion 
From your fair ciedlt." 


flie closed sun-shade borne by the black page 
n the frontispiece to John Evelyn's "Kalcnda- 
luni Hortense" (16'OJ) is perbap? Ihe earliest 
notice of tho umbrella by pictorial art In this 
country. Between 1064 and 1110 umbrellas 
or protection against rain had become so com- 
noiii that, as we have seen, every lucked-Mp 
sempstress of Queer. Anne's London had one. 
1'be umbrella which Under Sheriff Beardman 
lermitted .1 footman to hold over Ut. Sheb- 
ware's head in 3753, when that unfortunate 
gentleman of letters paid the penalty of his in- 
discretions by standing in the pillory, was 
doubtless an unusually strong contrivance, as 
t was used lo ward off biickUats aud rotten 
eggs, as well as to conceal the l~aee of the cul- 
irit. 


Though they did not Invent the umbrella, Ihe 


English have done much lo develop and brin? 
it lo perfection. Between October, 1780, and 
July, 1871, no less than two hundred and 
linety-lwo improvements on the ordinary walk- 
ng-slick were patented in this country; and 
though some few of these patenls refer to uii- 
draped batons, some two hundred and seventy 
of them are for portable canopies. 
A large pro- 


>oilionof ihesc open letters were granted for 
mproveinents in one or another of the sulmrdi- 
late parts of the sunshade—such as ribs, stretch- 
ers, lips, handles, ferrules, notches, spiings; 
mt the mitjdi ity exhibit specifications that affect, 
the general design or chief materials of the arti- 
cle. Indeed, au entire volume might be writ- 
ten about all the various projects for a peifect 
umbrella. Tlie rhabdoskldoplieros Is an um- 
brella, with tho drapery folded into a hollow 
stick, from which the canopy shoots forth and 
expands itself in a trice on the touch of a spring. 
The MacGregor umbrella may be used with 
equal effect against the tain or one's natural 
enemies, as it is fitted with a spear and may be 
used as a bayonet. Just thirty years since an 
umbrella was invented for people witb chilly 
lands, which had a curious little heating appa- 
•atns set In its handle. Draped canes have been 
itted with sun-dials, compasses and watches. 
The lady's parasol riding-whip is familiar to 
every one; hut it is not every one who has seen 
a needle-gun cane, a fishing-rod, and a pipe- 
stalk fitted with a canopy for Ue protection of 
the sportsman or smoker. 
WUat would dear 


old Isaak Walton have thought of a fishing-rod 
fitted with an umbrella ? Tho special feature 
of another umbrella is a long falling curtain 
,hat, on Ihe expansion ot Ihe jiarapluie, hangs 
"roiu the tips of the ribs and the edg« of ibe 
covering to the ground. 
When he U ir. motion, 


the bearer of this umbrella has tbe appearance 
of an unmsually tall and animated pillar post; 
and In order lliat he may see his way, tbe fall- 
ing curtain is provided with a little glass win- 
dow, bow or otherwise, through which he can 
gaze on the astonished world. To another in- 
ventor we are indebted for an umbrella whose 
hollow stair is furnished with a pistol, some 
charges of ball and powder, a screw telescope, 
on and ink, paper, pencil, and a small knife. 
n the automaton umbrella tbe stretchers are 
put so high that tbe canopy can be brought 
down over the bearer's head. The dub um- 
brella, invented only a few years since, was pe- 
culiar in', having a handle that could be un- 
screwed, so that on removing the handle and 
putting it into his pocket the owner might leave 
the canopy in the hall with au agreeable confi- 
dence that he would see it again on leaving his 
club, as no one would care to "borrow" a ban- 
dleless umbrella. But this ingenious contriv- 
ance failed to find favor iu Pall Mail, because It 
was felt to be an unclubable act for a man to 
enter bis club with an umbrella that implied a 
distrust ot the honesty of tlie members of his 
joint-stock horn*. It is almost needless to say 
that the perfect umbrella of the future will com- 
bine all the features of all tbe previous um- 
brellas—that it will be a fishing-rod, fowling- 
piece, driving whip, sword stick, bayonet, to- 
bacco pipe, writing desk, and pillar post tent, 
and have its handle fitted with a fireplace, a re- 
peating watch and a compass, and will weigh 
only eight ounces avoirdupois, the weight of tbe 
most delicately constructed Paris umbrella.

The confidence and progress of the Russians 


over the Danube havo met with a serious check. 
--Tbacontenfling arinies 'n»js£ on the morning 
Of the 80th' tilt., aud'-contiSnefl the battle* on 
the 31st, near tho city o'f twevna, not niany 
mllos frdm''the Daii"H,be. .JThe following tde- 
scriptlpns of thn bat tin are^rom correspondents 
cither with the Russian army or under Russian 
license. Wo have no doubt but that the ti'um- 
ber admitted as killed and wounded is not ft 
third oflhe actual number. The Turks claimed 
24,000 killed and wounded ; the Russians limit 
UK* number at 7,000. Bntsutely so sma.ll a 
number would not have so disastrously turned 
the fortuneV'of the day' agalns't'tlie'lVo'ssiaiislis 
stated by their own coi respondents. 


DETAILS OF MONDAY'S FIOHTIJTCi. 


The London Daily News' correspondent, tel- 


egraphing from Bulgaria, fifteen miles east of 
Plevna, gives a detailed account of the fighting 
of Monday. The Turkish force was estimated 
ut 50.000.- They occupied a series of positions 
which are naturally strong and also artificially 
fortified in evety available 
spot, forming a 


horseshoe in front of Plevna, with both flanks 
resting on the river Via. 


Tho Kussian force consisted of tlie Xintb 


Army Corps, under Gen. Krudener, the 30th di- 
vision and 30th brigade of the Second division, 
under Prince Shaekosky, with three brigades of 
cavalry and one hundred and sixty guns. It 
was arranged that Gen. Kriidener should at- 
tack the Turkish centre at Giivica; and the 
northern flank of the entrenched positions over 
the Rhova, while Scluckosky attacks Radi/.vo, 
and Uen. Sckobelelf, Jr., held in check a strong 
Turkish force at Looca, which was the extrem- 
ity of the Turkish line. 


Gen. Krndoner began the buttle about bulf 


past nine o'clock. After a Jong bombardment 
lie succeeded in silencing the Turkish cannon at 
Giivica, but could never expel the infantry from 
the ijaithworks. He spent tho whole afternoon 
unavailinirly endeavoring to force the northern 
TMnTt "of IBeTuT KftU posTOOTrrTtsslgrulJTRrrer 
dark without having gained anything material, 
and having himself suffered considerable loss, 
Prince Schackosky about noon carried liadi/.vo, 
and planting four batteries on a ridge beyond 
bombarded the nearest Turkish position, which 
was an earthwoik armed with cannon in front 
of ttn entrenched village. After an houi's can- 
nonade he silenced the Turkish gnus, and his 
infantry, after a long and bloody contest, car- 
ried the earthwork and village. The second 
Turkish position, consisting of a redoubt and a 
seiiesof entrenched vineyards, strongly held, 
was then attacked and ultimately carried, but 
with a terrible eflort and very seveie loss, ovv- 
iii!> to the heavy Turkish artillery fire. 


The Russians moreover were unable to utilize 


the captured position. About four o'clock a 
leserve brigade was brought up and an attack 
was made on the positions immediately cover- 
ing Plovno. The attack continued until nearly 
sunset. The Tuikish infantry was in great 
force in continuous line under the shelter of 
trenches. Despite the most desperate efforts 
no impression could be made upon that line. 
Two companies ol'Russian infantry did work 
round to the light of Ihe Turkish Irenches, and 
entered Hie town of Plevna, but it was impos- 
sible to hold it. 


The Russian batteries pushed boldly forward 


into the position flist taken lo attempt to keup 
down the Turkish cannonade, which was crush- 
ing into the infantry in the open field, but they 
were soon compelled lo evacuate the hazardous 
spot. At sundown Hie Turks made a contin- 
uous forward movement, and reoccupied their 
second posilion. The Russian infantry made 
a succession of despci ate stands and died like 
heroes. The Turks giadually retook everything 
ilicy had lost. 
The fighting lasted long after 


nightfall. 


TUESDAY'S FIOJITIKO. 


The following is the account of Llie closing 


scenes of the battle of Plevna, on Tuesday, 
July 31 :— 


And now all hope of success anywhere was 


dead, nor dirt a chance oiler to make the. best 
of defeat. Prince Schackoslcy had not a tnan 
left to cover the retreat. 
The Turks shuck 


without stint. 
They had the upper hand foi 


once and were determined to show that they 
knew how to make the most of it. They ad- 
vanced in swarms through the dusk on their 
oilginal fiist position and captured the RussUn 
cannon bofora the batteries could be Witbtlrawn. 
Tuikish shells began once' more to whistle over 
the ridge above Radishova and fall into the vil- 
lage behind, now crammed with wounded. 
The sttenms of wounded wending tlieir painful 
way over the itdge v,eie incessant. The badly 
wounded mostly lay wheie tbey fell. 


Later in the darkness a baleful soit of Icran- 


kenlioeger swarmed over the battle field i i the 
shape ol Basln-Bazonks, who spared not. Lin- 
gering theae ou the ridge till the moon rose, the 
staff could hear from below, on Ihe siill night 
ail 
1 cries of pain and entietities for met cy, and 


the yplls of bloodthirsty fanatical triumph. 
We 


staid tlieie to learn, if it might be, what troops 
were coining out of the valley of the shadow of 
death below, wcie there indeed any at all to come. 
It did not seem to he the case. The Tmks had 
our range befuto daik, and ne could watch the 
Hash of llame over against us, and then listen 
lo the scream of the shell as it tore by us. 
The 


sound of rifle bullets was incessant, and the es- 
cort and retieating wounded were struck. A 
detachment at length began to stragale up, but 
it will give an idea of the dlsoiganixaliou toiiy 
that when a company was told off to cover 
somewhat the wounded in Radislxu a, it had 
to be made up of men of several regiments. 
About U o'clock the stafl'quitted tli« ridge, leav- 
it iitteied with groaning men, and moving gen- 
tly lest we should step on prostrate wounded, 
we lost our way as we had lost our army. Wo 
could find no test for the souls of our feet, by 
reason of alarms of Bashi-Bazouksswaiming in 
among the scatleied and retiring Russians. At 
length, at one o'clock in the morning, having 
been in the saddle since six o'clock Ihe pievous 
morning, ne turned into a stubbie field, and 
made 'beds of the reaped grain, correspondent 
and Cossack alike resting beneath the stuis, 
Gen.Kuidener sent word in the moining that 
he had lost severely and could make no bea'd- 
way, and had resolved to fall back on the line 
of the river Ositm. The most moderate esti- 
mate is that we have lost two regiments, say 
5,000 men, out of our three brigades. A ghastly 
number, beating Ealau or Fiiedland. This 
takes no nccouut of Gen. Krndenor'a losses. 
We, too, retire on the Osina river about Bul- 
gareni, and to the best of our weak strength 
cover the bridge at Sistova. One cannot, in 
this moment ot the hurried confusion, realize 
all the lestillso inshly courted, for now not a 
Russian soldier stands between Tirnova and 
the' victonous Turkish army in Lovela and 
Plevna, and cmly a week division oflhe Eleventh 
corps stands between Tirnova and the Shumla 
army. 
I look on Prince Schackoskay's force'as 


wrecked ; as no longer for this campaign to ba 
counted as a fighting integer. It is not ten 
days since the Thirtieth division crossed the 
Danube in the pride of superb condition, and 
what of it is left is demoralized and shattered. 
So on this side of the Balkans there remains 
but the Ninth corps, already rougblj handled 
once at Jiicopolis and once a.t Plevna ; one di- 
vision oflhe Eleventh corps and the Rutsch.uk 
army. Now if the Rutschuk array is marched 
to the west against Plevna then the Turkish 
army of Rutschuck is let loose on the Russian 
communications to Tirnova. One cannot avoid 
the conclusion that the advance over tha Bal- 
kans is seriously compromised. The Russian 
strait is so bad that the scattered detachments 
have been called up from out of Roumania, and 
the Roumanian division, commanded by Gen. 
Mann, which crossed a day or two ago at Nika- 
polis, has been called up lo the line of the Osma 
river. 


An aid-de-camp of the Grand Duke Nicholas 


was present at the battle, and at once started 
for Tirnova with the evil tidings. We are just 
quitting this bivouac and falling brick on Bul- 
gareni with all speed, leaving the Bulgarian 
villages to the tender mercies of the Turks. 
As I close I learn that ou our left Gen. Skobel- 
off was very severely 
handled, having lost 


300 men ontof his single infantry battalion., 


The road from Pordir to Bulgareni was cum- 


bered wit.h brokeu and retreat ing troops, wholly 
destitute of order, officers without soldieis, sol- 
diers without omceis, without cohesion and 
mostly without arms. At the narrow bridge 
near Bulgareni there was wild confusion and 
a 
complete block. Tumbrills,- ambulances 


wagons, provision wagons, officers, caleches, led 
horses and carls filled with wounded. All was 
jammed 
in indescribable chaos. There had 


been wounded all along the road, but the bulk 
of the wounded began u little way beyond Bul- 
gareni and extended in an -unbroken line for 
seven miles along the road to Sistova. They 
were mostly carried in ox-carts, severer cases in 
ambulances and large numbeis tramped on 
on foot. Immense numbers of wounded had 
tramped the whole way from the battle field, 
and were already entering Sistova at six o'clock, 
p.m., on July 31. They must have walked 
forty miles in twenty-four hours, wounded as 
they were. Nearly all these wounded, however, 
consisted of men who had somehow managed 
to walk out of the battle. The bad cases were 
mostly left where they fell. The staff officer, 
with whose estimate I am inclined to agree, 
thinks the whole force lost between six and 
seven thousand men in killed and wounded. 
Besides the terrible loss of men sacrificed the 
Imperial banner of one of its regiments. The 
whole of the Thirtieth Division his been smit- 
ten very sorely, and all of the three brigades of 
Prince Scbackoskay's.command ara for a lime 
in a state of disorganization. 


BU8SIA. CAUSING UP HEK RESERVES. 


A telegram from St. Petersburg, dated the 


4th lust, says: "A ukase has been issued 


ordering Ibe immediate mobilization of the en- 
tire corps of the Imperial Guard and several 
other divisions. 
The major portion of the Im- 


perial.Guard and some of the divisions are to 
join the army in Bulgaria. The rest ot the 
newly mobilized troops go to the Caucasus. 
.Another ukase, signed by tha " Czar at Biela, 
"uly22d, orders a levy of one hundred and 
eighty-eight thousand six hundred of the land- 
wehr. The calls meet with general enthusiasm. 
The Russian defeat at Plevna has occasioned 
consternation in the Czar and members of the 
government, and tho forgoing, (Ignoring July 
23d,) sbows the extent of it. The landwebr 
will come next, This is the last crop and em- 
braces all capable of bearing arms, like our un- 
unifortned militia. 


OKEAT BIUXAIF ON TIIE MOVE.

AN OLD RECORD OP-HYDROPHOBIA

Me&'icUl Journal furnishes the following inter- 
esting paragraph taken from the County Jour- 
nal for Dec. 9,1732: « Died on Monday, about 
five o'clock In the afternoon, Mr. Whitaker, at 
his apartments'in the'Towei. About seven 
weeks ago lie was bit in the hand by a Mad 
Dog, and being Timorous of the Consequences 
that might attend it, he went down twice to 
be Dipt in the Salt water, and continued very 
well until last Sunday, when he assured many 
of his Acquaintances that he should die next 
day Raving Mad.

EDITOK GAZETTE .'—Some months since, I 


sent you a communication on the Osier or Bas- 
ket Willow, to see if some of the farmers of this 
neighborhood could not be induced to grow 
something that would pay them better than 
their ordinaiy crops of corn and 
wheat, 


and lye and potatoes, something that would 
pay far better than any of them. At that time 
I had not the dala at hand, lo give the market 
price, but a few days ago, an afternoon paper, 
of the city had the following, by which you will 
see (by referring to your paper) thai I was far 
short of the price -; 


" The cultivation of willows for manufacture 


is comparatively unknown in this country. In 
some parts of Vermont and Massachusetts they 
are raised in sonic quantities for the Boston 
market, but on account of their bulk and th« 
consequent large freight charges, it is not profit- 
able to pioduce them at a distance from the 
place of manufacture. 
The duty on imported 


osiens is SO per cent., and they sell at from C to 
II cents per pound, according to the quality. 
With the lecetit decrease in the price of labor 
in this country there seems to be no reason to 
doubt that their culture might be made suc- 
cessful here." 


Now if lliey will bring from five to len cents 


per pound, or say on an average, eight cenls; 
this would be one hundred and sixty dollars a 
ton ; new ground that would produce three ton 
of hay (and this is no uncommon yield) would 
produce four tons of willow, or say four hun- 
dred and eighty to six hundred and foity 
dollars, as the product of one acre of ground 
and with much less tiouble and labor than an 
acre of corn or wheat, and best of all, without 
working out in the hot sun dining tlie hottest 
part of the year, for oftet they have housed the 
cuttings, all the woik can be done under cover. 
The crop also is more sure Ihan any other, 
there is BO danger from \vel wealhor, like grain 
itt harjest time, (as Ihe yield would be im 
proved from wet seasons.) And as lliey gener- 
ally are planted In swampy ground, they would 
not be likely to suffer from drougth. How 
many of the denizens of this borough there are 
who could procure.say only ten acres, of such 
swamp land, as now lies between Neshaiuiny 
creek and Bnstol, and extending for nearly a 
mile back from the river; could with u little 
enterprise, make it pay five or ten times as 
much as any of the faimeis in Bucks county 
aie now Betting from their land.

THE TEMPERANCE BE VIVA I,. 


Inllili where tlie temperance i.-.calirigs are 


lielil ? was the interrogatory propounded to tlie 
writer of tills, as lie approached the Grove on 
Thursday evening. Being answered in the af- 
firmative, the stranger deigned to give tlie in- 
formation that he had walked six miles to be 
presoiit at tills cue and sign Hie pledge. . Tills 
endi'd the dialogue, but after the addresses of 
the rvening, which were liy our local orators, 
nnmng whom we now claim Mr. Lavcity, the 
stranger w«fl observed nearing tlie platform in 
a determined manner, and It is presumed lie 
accomplished the end he had in view, and re- 
turned home In a peaceful frame of mind, lie 
was not the only one to sisrn, however, but un- 
der tl,o inspiring music of tiic old fatuiliai 
strains of "Whosoever will," "I'ul! for tlie 
Slioie," "Hold the Fort," and " Hidg tlie Hells 
of 1! caven," quite a number of persons enrolled 
themselves under tho banner of Murphy. 


The following evening tlie exercises were 


very i inch the same, (here being no imported 
speaker. 
What was said was just as true and 


applicable and the advice given as well worth 
following as if it had boon given by a total 
stranger, of whose, failings nothing was known 
and as little about his moral worth. Mr. Lav- 
ertj i-losed by referring to the excursion which 
was to lake place the following day to Sea 
lire* /e, and urged those \vhohad so manfully 
come forward and plighted their word of 
honor not to touch, t,istc, or handle that 
wlih Ji would intoxicate, to stand tirm against 
any uttenijits u liicli might be made to induce 
them on that or any occasion to yield, and 
again enter into the bondage of intemperance. 
His appeal was very Impassioned, and WAS no 
doulil piovocative of good results. 
He an- 


nounced that on Sunday evening Fire Com- 
pany Vo 1 and the liquor doaleia had been in- 
vited to be present. 
In some quarters there 


seem to have been umbrage taken because tin- 
two classes ief«irred to weie placed in such 
close juxtaposition, and the character of thu 
firetnrn has lit one instance been defended 
against a chaigo which was never made or in- 
Miui.i'eJ, for nothing could have been more 
foieij;u to the intentions of tko speaker than to 
sogiossly intuit a body of men who had been 
invited to attend tlie meeting, as to utter even 
the 'lightest woiil from which the iufeienco 
could be didwn thai they were otherwise than 
notable for the sobriety of their conduct. 


The children gathered in full force on Satur- 


day id ternoon, and although Mrs. Dr. French 
was unavoidably prevented from being present, 
a veij interesting time was spent. Mr. W. P. 
Jones, the Burlington temperance man, with 
one in two faends, delivered short addresses, 
and le'aily one hundred children signed the 
pledge. 


In Hie evening there was a very laige assem- 


blage in listen to Capt. Lnyboiirnc, who fully 
maim,lined his reputation as an orator, and 
furtlici increased tho pleasant impression which 
his foniicr visit h:ul piodnced. 
lie is a very 


sympathetic speaker and gains and holds the 
attention of his audience with apparently but 
little i IVort, and having in many a hard fought 
politic.il campaign learned the art of oitt-of- 
dooia oratory, he is able to make himself uis- 
tinctlj heard where others would in vain at- 
tempt to do so. Mr. Laverly closed tho meet- 
ing by u short address, during which tho music 
by the band in tlie distance announced tlie ie- 
turn of the Sea Breeze excursionists, and 
shortly alter a ''committee of one" appeared on 
the grounds, and reported on behalf of the re- 
turned voyagers that w,i one among them but 


^hd niiivec! homo safe and sound, both morally 


and physically, which was soon followed by 
another bulletin making tho same announce- 
ment. The reports were received with cheer- 
ing, ami in a short timo the meeting adjourned, 
lint still the psopla lingered vintil the lights be- 
gan to disappear, when the Grove was speedily 
deserted. 


Wli.it time the people began to congiegate at 


the Gr ove on Sunday evening is difficult to de-' 
termine, but although the services did not be- 
gin until eight o'clock, long before seven a ma- 
jority of the seats were occupied, and still tlie 
on course of people continued to increase until 
at the appointed time the organist gave the key- 
note for the opening hymn, when as far as cje 
could see, even beyond tlie outskirts of the 
Grove, there met the gaze of tbe beholder a vast 
sea of human fates, a sight which in itself was 
inspiriting, but when from the three thousand 
voices tif this assembly there arose such anout- 
buist of f.annony as was heard dm ing the ev- 
ening, no one could help feeling the iuspiiing 
effects it. produced even though the pieces sung 
were thought some time ago to have been worn 
tlneadlure. 
There weia no speakers except 


those fnrnisl>ed by this locality. 
Mr. Lavetty 


made a shon speech by way of introduction to 
Mr. Cook, who, upon taking the stand, referred 
in flattering terms to Fire Co. Jfo. 1, who weie 
present in a body, having biought their own 
benches with them so as not to encroach upon 
the accommodations of other!. 
He also apoke 


of tbe coincidence of tbe fact that the first tem- 
perance society in our Borough was composed 
of Friends. 
In this movement all are friends, 


working in a common cause, the raising of the 
fallen and the encouragement of those who 
were Irjingto reform. Samuel Swain followed, 
and taking up the idea thrown out by Mr. 
Cook, said that the family of 1,300 person* who 
had signed the pledge, wlio were ill friends, 
would .it the next first-day produce an overflow 
if they all attempted to get into the Friend*1 


meeting house, but that even it this were so, 
.there \\ is loom enough for as many as wished 
losign the pledge. 
His remarks were vcrj 


•earnest and couched in the appropriate language 
lie knoii-s so well how to use, and were listened 
to with marked attention. Mr. Conard then 
farae to the front, anil continuing the subject 
alluded to by the preceding speakers, sakl he 
felt some little curiosity to witness the overflow 
spoken of by Mr. Swain, and would like to see 
it begin and filling all the churches, continue 
until everybody in Bristol would have some 
place where once a, week, with sunounding« of 
a pleasant character, they could loam some- 
thing to impiove and edify them and make 
.them good and useful citizens. 
Mr. Laverty 


onade the closing address, and said that he was 
f articul.irlj- "lad that Mr. Cook had leferred to 
one point, viz.: the Important part which was 
I>layeo' m this movement by woman, and relat- 


- ing the story which is so well known by the 
•poem, " Curfew must not ring to-night," said 
that Bristol had witnessed the same heroism, 
tlxwgli shown In a different manner, a« w«a 
manifested by the devotion of the young girl in 
preventing the ringing of tbe curfew bell. 
He 


tho paid a merited compliment to the firemen, 
aud *ntt.hej by tuglng-them »l', together with 
the rest of tbe audience, to come up and sign 


• 
the pleUgf. It was after ten o'clock before the 
peoplelmd all retired from (he Grove. This was 
probably the largest gathering of any kind that 


- was ere i held )n Bristol, and it is doubtful if » 


larger temperance meeting was ever held in the 
count/. 


Monday evening the speaker announced the 


evening previous failed to put in an appearance, 
and home talent was again utilized. The most 
charat terisllc speech of the occasion being the 
two nilntitei effort of John Flynn. • Anthony 
Swain also made a few remarks, giving some 
reminiscences of the first temperance society 
formed in onr Borough, 43 years ago, in which 
there were just enough members to fil^the of- 
fices, ind describing (he pledge, which was 
much the same as tlie one now used, except 
that tlirec'little words, "God helping me," weie 
left out, and this omission the speaker thought 
was a ^reat delect in the original one, as much 
so as its incorporation in the present one is the 
main characteristic of the Murphy movement, 
whereiu it differs from all preceding temperance 
agitations. 
Upon a suggestion by Mr. Lavorty, 


the audience by a rising vote signified their ap- 
preciation of the stand taken in the pieserit 
work by the press of the Borough, aud satisfied 
that afier doing this (here was nothing more to 
be done Miat evening, the meeting adjourned. 


Mr. Wm. McMullon, of Philadelphia,—not 


be of Foil at i Ward fame, who, however, could 
a laic unfold if he was to become a temper- 
ance lecturer—was announced to speak on 
Tuesday evening, and piomptly on time he be- 
gan his address, which was beginning to get 
very interesting when hia voice ialled him, not 
being used to out-of-doora speaking, anii lie 
had to close his speech rather unceremoniously. 
What lio said was excellent, and it is a question 
whether most of the addresses made would not 
bo insif) highly appieciated if they were no 
longer Ihan this was. 
Mr. Conaid tilled up the 


breach with an admirable speech, only fifteen 
or twenty minutes long, and then Mr. Laverly 
gave the usual Invitation, " while the choir 
sings the whole audience will coins up and sign 
the pledge," and the meeting was ended. 


Tlie weather was very warm aud sultry yes- 


terday, and there woie some indications of 
lain, but the signs all failed, and the Crove in 
the evening was again crowded, at out 1,500 or 
more being present. 
Dr. Goodwin, of the 


Franklin Reformatory Home of Philadelphia, 
was the orator of tho evening, anil his very 
looks os lie come upon the platform weie 
enough to make every one who could see him 
feel that he had something to say worth listen- 
ing to, and who thought this way were not de- 
ceived. He told 'of the evils of drinking from 
incidcnli of which he was cognizant when they 
occiured. One case was that of a young man 
sent away from home to attend college, who, 
although btought up under the tender care aud 
godly instructions of pious parents, was led 
away by the company lie fell into, and went on 
from bad to woise, until finally he was expcllct) 
from school and sent home a peifect wteck. 
He was persuaded to reform and did so, and 
when he had shown that he possessed stability 
enough to stand firm in his detenu i nation, he 
was sent to another school, where he made fine 
progress and would soon have graduated with 
honor from the establishment, but for one 
thing. JIu was invited to an evening paity by 
the 1'iolVssor who was principal of the school, 
and aftci refusing to dunk a glass of wine, was 
induced against his own judgment by the Pro- 
fessor to taste just the one glass, and show that 
he had manhood enough to drink a little wine 
when he chose, without thereby endangering 
his integiily. 
The icsult was that the young 


man disappeaied fiom the house that night, 
and tllongli searched fur by his friends, aided 
by the police, could not be found, but after scv- 
eialdays had elapsed, his mangled body was 
brought home and thrust into the dooiway, and 
shortly after he died. 
That young man, said 


the speaker, was my sou. 
He mentioned sev- 


eral other instancrs where the appetite for 
stimulants had been created by so simple a 
thing as wine, and urged his hearers not to 
touch, ta.ste or handle the impure thing. 
At 


the close of his remarks, he said he wished to 
see somebody fiorn Bristol sign the pledge be- 
fore he went home and so gave the invitation, 
when quite a nurnbci of persons came forwaid, 
and the hearty greeting they received from Mr. 
Goodwin icpaid them amply for any sacrifice 
they madi; in following his advice. This meet- 
ing wus the most interesting of any held during 
the week. Up to the present time the number 
of signets is 1,027. x\s long as there is so much 
interest manifested In the meetings they will 
be held nightly until further notice. 
Wlieu this 


notice will be given seems difficult to determine 
at piesenl, as the audiences show no diminution 
in numbei 3, but rather increase. Every niglil, 
new faces can be seen among the assembly, so 
it is evident that no speaker addresses entirely 
the same body of people.

The Temperance Referm. 
" -\ra I My Brother's Keeper." 


EDITOII GAZETTE :—It is an old question, bul 


its application is ever new. Thousands of years 
have tolled by since it was first defiantly askec 
of God. 
Tet, notwithstanding the inquh«r's 


punishment, he, in the beginning of time, only 
voiced, what man ever after, in his selfishness, 
indifference, and criminality to man—his broth- 
er, was also to ask defiantly of the Father of all 
It has been the question of the centuries, as one. 
after another of their giant evils has been at- 
tacked by tin; humanity and Christianity of the 
age, and overthrown : it is the question of to- 


day, 
when another monstrous wrong is about 


being throttled! 


For many, many years in this, and iu other 


places, an uneducated and apathetic public 
sentiment has allowed a traffic to exist, which 
has strewn the land with its victims. Outupon 
the highways and down in dark cells they lie, 
brutalized in body, and demonUcd In soul, or 
in lonely silent graves, smitten by their own, if 
not by another's hand. Their ruin aud blood 
crioth out from the ground to heaven, and God 
to-day asks the same question of us, as He did 
of Cain—Where is thy Brother? 
Shall we 


also answer Him defiantly, or iudiflerently— 
Am I my Brother's Tfccper. 


Before daring to luirl so impious a reply back 


to Heaven, consider, whether thou art not, by 
thy acts, acting as thy Brother's Keeper. No 
man livelh to himself alone; he lives as a mem- 
ber of society, an individual it is true in the 
vast brotheihuod of man, but an individual en- 
viioned by the'duties, lestiaints and responsi- 
bilities which that family association has im- 
posed upon him. As a member of society, a 
man has the right to demand protection against 
his fellow members, who would injure him. 
Society has made this protection for crimes 
against itself, but faile'l to provide security 
against some phases of evil, which heretofore 
have been supposed to lie within (he power of 
the individual to piotect himself from. 
The 


upright individual has this power in alliance 
with supernatural strength, but the drunkard 
and the young whose judgment and self-re- 
straint aie not sufficiently strong and matured, 
have the ri^ht to ask society to defend them in 
their weakness against themselves. 
Society 


can do this by limiting or abolishing a traffic 
•which (empts and ensnares unto ruin and death 
these classes in spite of themselves. If through 
excessive indulgence iu liquor they commit 
crime, theu society steps in and apprehends the 
criminal—a ciitninal made so by a traffic which 
that society authorized. Therefore in willingly 
supporting these legal acts of society, it is plain, 
that every member of it, is acting as his 
biolhers keeper. -And the society which re- 
fuses to limit 01 abolish a business that makes 
drunkards, maniacs ami criminals, aud widows 
and orphans, may hear the sullen and maniac 
voices of its victims—thu inmates of solitary cells, 
behind iron-barred windows in living tombs, 
the despairing cties of the bereaved and tlie 
fatherless in desolate homes; nye! and may 
see fiom river bottoms and premature graves, 
arid gibbets and trees, dangling between earth 
and sky, ghastly faces^ mutely, hopelessly, ap- 
appealiiig to Heaven ! Thy brother's blood cri- 
eth out of the ground against tliee, O Society! 
and God asks—wheie is thy Brother! Dare its 
members carelessly answer iu full knowledge of, 
and participation in this terrible evil and its 
results—Am I, my brother's teeptr ? 


Am 1, my Brother's Keeper? 
Am 1, an in- 


dividual, responsible for my hi other's keeping? 


Society may by statute limit or abolish the 


traffic iu intoxicating liquors, and yet the evil 
continue through the non-enioi cement of the 


law.

Lewis informs us that through the exertions of 
the temperance people, a prohibitory law was 
passed in the State of Massachusetts, and then 
the temperance people thluking they had ac- 
complished all that was necessary sat clown 
with folded arms to let the law vvoik. But it 
wouldn't \\ or a, A machine must have a woik- 
rnan to {.'uicle it. The individual work to sup- 
port the law and help the drunkard, languished, 
and the result was failure. Such laws require 
lor their enforcement a vigilanl, conscientious 
and overwhelming public sentiment behind 
them : and that sentiment organized and ready 
for battle against the lawless. Without socie- 
ties for the suppression of vice arid immorality, 
aud men like Comstock as their agimls, that 
evil now, notwithstanding the laws against it, 
would be as great as formerly. 


A temperance club as suggested in a previous 


lettoi. ernbiacing all the reformed men, and 
kindied societies composed of all the pledge- 
signers here, old and young, are absolutely 
necessary iu Older that this work may be per- 
manently successful. These organizations will 
foster and systematize the work of individuals 
so as to make it vigilant and effective. Through 
such societies, all the classes of the Borough 
community would be brought into helpful and 
systematic co-operation for the furtherance of 
this grand work—the temporal and spiritual sal- 
vation of their brethren. Towards the Temper- 
ance Clubs, Hall and leading room eveiy indi- 
vidual signer of the pledge could contribute 
something In tbe way of work, money, furni- 
ture, newspapers, pictures, to tnake the rooms 
attractive, and even the little children a book 
for the library.

—At tlie request of several subscribers we 


present this week tbe provisions ' of tbe game 
laws of Pennsylvania, as enacted during tbe 
sessions of 1876 and 1877. Tbe act of Assembly 
to amend and consolidate the game laws is by 
no means perfect, as any one acquainted with 
game and fish will leadily perceive upon peru- 
sal. Ruffed grouse, commonly called pbeasants, 
are protected until October, instead of Septem- 
ber, as formerly, and summer ducks can only 
be sbot in Ibe late fall and winter. There are 
two or tliiee sections which are practically len- 
dered inopeiative by the wording of section 30, 
but it is not our province to teach how to evade 
tbe law. Members of the Legislature find it 
hard to withstand the specious aiguments pf 
the Philadelphia Sportsmen's Club, an institu- 
tion which furnishes almost all the law-break- 
ers that infest our stieams and meadows. Foi 
proof of this assertion, see the dockets of our 
justices. 


We have endeavoreC to present evury promi- 


nent feature of the game Uws, and advise our 
readers to preserve this copy for reference. 


SECTION 1. Elk and Deer may be killed from 


October 1 to January I. The running of deer 
witb dogs, and the killing of fawns is prohibited, 
penalty $50. 


SECTION 2. Squirrels may be killed between 


July 1 and January 1. Penalty for killing at 
other seasons, $5. 


SECTION 3. Hares, commonly called rabbits, 


can only be shot betweeu the fifteenth day of 
October and the fifteenth day iof December, un- 
der u penalty of $6. Hunting witb ferrets is 
prohibited, penalty $10. 
Trapping or snaring 


is prohibited by section 15, penalty .$10. 


SECTION 4. Wild ducks and qeese can only 


be killed witli such guns an habitually are 
raised at arm's length and fired from the s'boul- 
der, penalty $10. 


SECTIONS. Wild turkeys, and wood ducks 


or summer ducks, from October 1 to January 1. 
penalty $10. 


SECTION 0. Upland, or grass plover, from 


August 15 to January 1, penalty $10. 


SECTION 7. Woodcock, from July 4 to Jan- 


uary 1. Snares and nets prohibited by section 
15. 


SECTION 8. Quail or Virginia partridge can 


only be shot between tbe fifteenth day of Octo- 
ber and the fifteenth day of December, penalty 
$10. 
Traps, snares and nets prohibited by sec- 


tion 15. 


SECTION 9. Kuficd grouse, commonly called 


pheasants, and pinnated grouse, commonly 
called prairie chicken, from October 1 to Janu- 
ary 1, penalty $10. 
Traps, snares and nets 


prohibited by section 15. 


SECTION 10. Kail and reed birds can only be 


shot rjurlng tbe months of September, October 
and November, under a penalty of $5. 
Snares 


and nets prohibited by section 15. 


SECTION 11. Tbe killing of any insectivoious 


bird prohibited, penalty $5. 


SECTION 12. Permits the killing of insectivo- 


rous birds for the purpose of scientific investi- 
gation. 


SECTION 13. Robbing or destioyiiis- eggs or 


nests of wild liircls prohibited, penally'SlO. 


SECTION 14. No person shall kill, catch or 


discharge any fire arms at any wild pigeon 
while on its nesting ground, or break up or in 
any manner disturb such nesting ground, or 
the birds therein, or discharge any fire arms 
within one-fourth of a mile of such nesting 
place of any wild pigeon or pigeons, or shoot at, 
maim or kill any wild pigeou or pigeons within 
their roostings, under a penalty of $20. 


SECTION 15. 1'ioliibits the kilhna or ukin", 


at any time or place within this State, any wild 
ttiikey, ruffed grouse or pheasant, quail or Vir- 
ginia partridge, weodcoek, rail orieedbird, or 
rabbits, by means of any blind, tiap, snare net 
or device whatever, under a penalty of $10, for 
each and every such bird or rabbit so trapped, 
snared or taken. Provided, that individuals or 
associations for protection, preservation aud 
propagation of game may gather quails or part- 
ridges with the written consent of the owner of 
the land, from December 20th to February 1st, 
for the sole purpose of preserving them alive 
over the winter. 


SECTION 10. Prohibit, liuntimr Qr shootiu" 


or fishing on Sunday, penalty $275. 
"" 


SECTION 17. Prohibits catching or killing 


speckled trout except by a ro J, hook and line, 
except for purposes of propagation and scien- 
tific investigation, penalty Si5. 


SECTION 18. Prohibits catching or killins any 


salmon or speckled trout, except during April, 
May, 
June, July, and the first fifteen days of 


August, penalty $10. 
This section shall not 


pievent any person fiom catching tiotit in wa- 
ters owned by himself to stock other waters. 


SECTION 19. Permits the catching of lake 


trout from March 1st to November 30th. 


SECTION 20. Trespass on any lands for (be 


purpose of taking fish from any private pond, 
stream or spiing used or improved by the 
owner or lessees for tlie propagation of fish, 
after public notice on tlie part of the owner or 
occupant thereof, is prohibited. Penalty, MOO 
in addition to damages recoverable by law for 
trespass, all of which penalty shall be payable 
to the owner, lessee or occupant. 


SECTION 21. Set nets, fish baskets, pond nets, 


gill nets, eel weirs, kiddles, brush or faclne nets, 
or an)' other permanently set means of taking 
fish or otherwise iu the nature of seines, in any 
waters of this commonwealth, are prohibited, 
penalty $25. Provided, that nothing in this 
,ct shall prevent the fishing with gill nets in 
any of the tidal waters of this State. 


SECTION 22. Prohibits the killing of black 


bass, pike or pickerel, or Susquehatma salmon, 
except by rod, hook and line, outline or scroll, 
and prohibits the catching of them iu any man- 
ner between the first daj of March and the 
first day or July, except to stock other waters, 
penalty $10. 


SECTION 23. Prohibits the catching or kill- 


ing of fish in any of the inland waters of the 
State, inhabited by speckled tiout or black 
bas§, by means of any net, or device in the na- 
ture thereof, of less than three inch mesh, un- 
der a penalty of 825, Speckled trout to be 
caught only by rod, hook and line, except for 
propagation and to stock other waters. 


SECTION 24. Piohibits the catching of spec- 


kled trout, black bass or other fish in any of 
;he waters of this State, by shutting or draw- 
ing off any portion of said waters, or by drag- 
ging or diawing small nets or seines therein 
when the waters shall be wholly or in part 
drawn on", except by older of the State fishery 
commissioners ; or placing or causing to be 
placed, in any stream, any torpedo, giant pow-' 
der, nitro-glycerine, or other explosive sub- 
stance, with Intent to catch any snob, fish, 
penalty $50. 


SECTION 25. Authorizes the employment by 


the board offish commissioners, upon applica- 
tion in writing of ten or more citizens of any 
county, of one or more fish wardens, whose 
duty it shall be to enforce, by information or 
prosecution, the laws uow in force or that may 
hereafter be passed, for the protection of fish in 
any of the interior wateis of'the atate. The 
commonwealth not to be liable for any "salary 
or compensation for the services of such fish 
wardens. 


SECTION 2G. Permits tlio sale of ruffed aud 


pinnated grouse, and quail, foi a period of 15 
lays after the time limited for killing the same 
lias expired, provided it can be proved that snch 
birds were killed dining tbe open season, or 
were brought from some other State where the 
law did not forbid the killing of the same. 


SECTION 27. Defines the duties of justices, 


provides that one-half of the penalty shall go to 
the informer, limits (he time for conviction to 
one year from the time of committing the of- 
fence, and permits the defendant to give bail to 
answer befoie court on a charge of misdemean- 
or. In default of payment of penalties, the 
court shall commit the defendant to the com- 
mon jail of the dating far » period of not less 
than oup day fur e'aoli dollar of penalty im- 
posed. 


SECTION 28. Provides for the stocking of 


other waters with fish from waters owned by 
private parties, 


SECTION 29. Nothing In this act .lull be so 


construed as to prevent the catching of bait fish, 
by means of baud nels or cast nets, for angling 
or scientific purposes.

SECTION 80.' Provides that tbe act shal! net 


be construed to applj lo any stream forming 
the boundary lines between this and any State 
over which this State lias concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with such state, so far as such streams

—George (Jlllespie, of Wayne County, Pa, 


while passing through the woods In ,that town- 
ship oue,day recently, on his way to hunt pig- 
eons, saw proncliing-fin the limb flf a maple 


tree, about ten feet from tbe ground, a largo 
catamount, and thoughtlessly fired a load of 
shot at the animal. It dropped to the ground, 
and glared savagely at the hunter. Gillespie 
eluded it, and quickly put tlie contents of the 
other barrel into its face and eyes. This blind- 
ed the infuriated beast, but it was -not inclined 
to surrender, springing about wildly after its 
assailant, guided by tbe sound of his feet. 
He 


clubbed it with his gnu and cut its throat with 
a knife. The brute*weigbed sixty pounds, and 
measured forty-one inches from tip to tip. 
—A pearl-white lobster was taken with others 
in a trap at Salem, Mass., last Saturday, and it 
is to be sent to the Essex Institute. Such lob- 
sters are very rare. When boiled it Is said to 
remain a clear white. 


—Fish aVe reported very plentiful in the 


thoroughfares and inlets in the vicinity of At- 
lantic city, and word comes to us from Barne- 
gat Bay that weak fish are being taken In great 
numbers tuere. Sheepsbead also abound, so 
that fishermen need have no difficulty In know- 
ing where to drop their lines this summer. 


—A Woodstock, Vt., man thinks he can 


answer the much mooted question, " Do fish 
sleep)"1 for one day, when fishing with a com- 
panion, he saw at the bottom of a still, suuny 
pool a school of trout motionless. 
TUey took 


no not ice of the bait, though it was carefully 
dropped close to their noses tbu over an hour 
vlien singling out a big one tlie lioop was 
dropped on him, when ho suddenly started for- 
ward, turned round and .eeing the bait, caught 
it and was caught. Several others of the wily 
fish were tieated in a similar way, and the 
Woodstock man believes he actually caught 
them napping. 


—Sheepsliead have been more than usually 


aiiujjdiint at Beach Haven Uiis summer, but 
their wholesale destruction fly the indiscrimi- 
nate use of nets, promises to exterminate them 
•within a comparatively brief period. Becently 
oh a Saturday as many as six h.irdred were 
taken in a net in on« locality, two bundled alid 
fifty of which were afterwards buried, as they 
spoiled before the fishermen could dispose of 
them. This useless destruction of oue of the 
best fish that swims in salt-water has created 
much indignation at Tuckerton and vicinity. 
Formerly fishermen obtained a livelihood by 
taking sheepshead there with a hook and Hue, 
but since nets, have been biought into requisi- 
tion for their capture tlie constant distuilance 
of the water has driven them away to other 
haunts, aud the hook and line fishermen find 
their old vocation gone, 


—Shore-biids during tbe past few week have 


been unusually numerous, and tbe sport of 
shooting them is now indulged in by many. 
At Beach-Haven, Biigantine, Tuckerton and 
vicinity, large numbers have been bagged. 


—A correspondent of the Germantovm Tele- 


graph gives the following advice -for perch fish- 
ing :—During the season of bow-line fishing, I 
begin, when the tide is about half ebb, and con- 
tinue for fifteen to thirty minutes on tlie young 
flood. I select the spot for the bow-line fishing 


knowing as I do the general character and 


conformation of the bottom—anilremainthere, 
I do not waste time in moving about, as it is 
only a waste of time ; for 1 have never known 
,hat petclt will " bite" mote readily at one place 
than another, if one will only wait a little until 
they see proper to begin, pioviding the bottom 
s haid or sandy, or both, and thu perch are in 
JIG habit of congregating there. It seems to 
me that they all commence lot'oed about the 
same time, moved by some fish-impulse that we 
know nothing about. Slay !0/i« e you are, and 
yon will not only take as many as any other 
boat will in that stretch of water, but more, as 
you will save the time in the constant, impa- 
tient moving from place to place, and a monstrous 
deal of grumbling. This fact h.is been more 
.han once proved to me. I have seen half a 
dozen boats c.mie around mine, trying to get a 
shaio of the fish coining to my hooks ; but they 
only spoilt my fishing and did nothing for 
themselves. I was asked why it was that I 
could cituh lull and they could not. 
Was it 


in tho. baitS1 I replied that I fished with "the 
tvorni"only. Then why was it? I said that 
: coulil tell them very easily, which was simply 
-o select a fishing-place, which perch were 
known to visit, and ilivk to it! I succeeded be- 
cause I had not moved the boat an inch since 
the anchor was dropped. They looked at each 
other in amazement, and weto determined to 
idopt the new phn when tfcey camp again. 1 
told them, too, that more than two should not 
go in a boat—they had four in a large boat— 
and that one was even bettor tlian two. I also 
told them to secnie theii wonns the day before 
using, wash them tlioiotighly in a pan, then 
mt them in a wet nag, with moss or plenty of 
fine grass, when they will clean themselves— 
wash them again next morning, still keeping 
them in a wet bag, with a mouth large enough 
to put a hand in freely, fro.m which, keeping it 
(the bag) in the shade, take them as they are 
wanted. They retiied with thanks, offering 
me "something,1'which I declined with the 
:emaik, at which they all laughed, that I had 
:ict yet reached that line of accomplishment. 


When the tide rises and the perch refuse 


.o bire, push for a creek, and fish along its 
edges until the title is pretty well up, when the 
perch go into the docks, where you must fallow 
hem. 
Here only a single hook must be used 


to avoid entanglement. This is almost sure 
to occur when a fisli is taken on oue of the 
looks, as the otuer is sure to spin round and 
catch into a dock, where it will stick until it is 
removed by the hand. Don't select tbe clear- 
est and most inviting spots, but throw your 
look with pretty heavy sinker into places that 
are nearly closed with the docks. What is 
singular one will take perch there of a much 
darker color than out in the rjver=-tha.t is to 
say, many of them are—and they are somewhat 
broade^ across the back, aud nearly always 
arger. 


Therefore, with fishing with the bow-line, 


when the tide suits, then in the creeks until 
he tide flows the flats enough to float the boat, 
and then in tbe docks, a successful day's fish- 
ng ought to be the result for anyone follow- 
ng these d\i«ctious.
